Regarding the proposed Amendment of May 2, 2001; in 
claim 38, lines 6-9, there is a punctuation error and/or 
awkward language; it is not clear how the bowstring cable 
and return cable are related to the cam. In lines 10-11, it 
is not clear if the first and second cable sections referred 
to are the same as the anchor cable, bowstring cable, and/or 
return cable. 

Regarding claim 40, there do not appear to be any 112 
problems, but this would read on a traditional compound bow 
cam in which the bowstring and return cable are anchored to 
the cam, since the direction of rotation which results in 
take-up and let-out of the cables is not specified. 

Claim 42 is identical to claim 38. 

Claim 43 is identical to claim 40.
